Spaniards Vote 'Yes’ 11-to-l; 
A Third of Electorate Abstains

MADRID. Dec. 7 (NYT) — 
Spaniards today expressed self -con- 
gratulatory sentiments after yester- 
day's peaceful and affirmative vote 
on the country’s democratic consti- 
tution. But in political quarters, 
many saw disquieting portents for 
the minority government of Pre- 
mier Adolfo Suarez. 

“A great day of authentic histori- 
cal content.” exulted the conserva- 
tive Barcelona daily La Vanguardi- 
a. "After 50 years.” declared Alfon- 
so Guerra, number-two man in the 
Socialist Party, ‘‘Spain has a demo- 
cratic constitution.” 

The government-run referendum, 
supervised by poll-watchers from 
the main parties, was less than a 
model of clarity or good organiza- 
tion. Two figures for the total elec- 
torate were given cut — at first 25.6 
million, later 26.8 million — with 
the second figure finally prevailing. 
Official results showed that 15.7 
million Spaniards, or 58 percent of 
the 26.8 million who could have 
voted, cast "yes” ballots. About 1.4 
million voted "no.” 

Affirmative votes easily swamped 
the negative ones by 87.7 to 7.9. 
But, according to the government 
figures, only 17.9 million Spaniards 
aged 18 and over exercised their 
right to vote, putting the rate of ab- 
stention at a troubling 32.3 percent. 
About 3.5 per cent blank ballots 
were cast theoretically raising the 
abstention level to almost 36 per- 
cent of the electorate. 

Campaign Boredom 

Manuel Fraga Lribarne. leader of 
the fragmented rightist Popular 
Alliance, announced that be had 
voted "yes." but he speculated, 
along with many others, that a 
large number of the abstentions 
represented voters who in June last 
year voted for Premier Suarez's 
Union of the Democratic Center. 
“There is no doubt that the credit 
of the government has dropped a 
lot,” Mr. Fraga asserted, “and that 
the constitutional campaign bored 
a lot of people, and that the absurd 
use of television had a boomerang 
effect." 

Politicians compared the high 
abstention level with last year’s 
landmark elections, which turned 
out a hefty 78 percent of a smaller 
electorate limited to those 21 and 
over, "The big parties must pay at- 
tention to a certain disenchantment 
among the people," warned Simon 
Sanchez Momero, a veteran Com- 
munist leader, “because the people 
see that democracy does not resolve 
the problems they face." 

The Socialists, the country's sec- 
ond-largest party after Mr. 
Suarez's, and the Communists both 
campaigned forcefully for a “yes" 
vote. In some areas where they' had 
already demonstrated electoral 
strength — big cities such as 
Madrid, Barcelona and Valencia, 
and the southern swath of Andalu- 
sia — the voter turnout tended to 
b? above the national average. 

•In thinly populated rural areas, 
where Mr. Suarez’s party is fairly 
strong, abstention levels were not 
always high, but in several such 
provinces the number of “no” votes 
was striking: Burgos 12.6 percent. 
Toledo 14 percent, Ciudad Real 
10.9 percent. 

Amsterdam Tied Up 
By Transport Strike 

AMSTERDAM. Dec. 7 ( AP) — 
An unexpected strike by public em- 
ployees against proposed pay curbs 
paralyzed Amsterdam’s transporta- 
tion network today. 

Streetcars, buses and subway ser- 
vices did not operate until midday, 
leaving thousands of commuters 
stranded. Traffic jams built up < 
around the city as Amsterdamers 
took to their cars, while others 
walked to work or rode their bicy- 
cles. 


Outside of the troubled Basque 
region, neo-fascist parties urged a 
"no" vote during the run-up to the 
referendum, but some analysts sus- 
pected that many “noes" did not 
necessarily refleci a resurgence of 
Franco ism. 


Rather, it seemed that some vot- 
ers from the Popular Alliance, 
whose leaders split over the consti- 
tution with some voting "no." had 
joined up with others who might be 
considered Mr. Suarez’s natural

Highlights of Constitution 

MADRID. Dec. 7 (Reuters) — The following are the main points 
of The constitution voted upon in yesterday's referendum: 

• Spain is a social and democratic state based on freedom, jus- 
tice. equality and political plurality. The form of government is 
parliamentary monarchy. 

• The unity of the nation is indissolnbie. but the right of region- 
al autonomy is recognized and guaranteed. 

• Political parties which respect the constitution and laws may- 
form and function freely. Their internal workings must be demo- 
cratic. 

• Trade unions and employers’ associations may be established 
freely. 

• The mission of die armed forces is to guarantee the sovereign- 
ty and independence of Spain, and defend its territorial integrity 
and constitutional order. 

• The voting age is IS. 

• Religious and ideological freedom is guaranteed, along with 
freedom of speech, press, association and assembly. 

• The choice of education is free. Basic education is free of cost 
and obligatory. 

• The right to strike is guaranteed. 

® The constitution recognizes the free market economy and pro- 
vides for consumer defense. 

• The king is head of state. The crown is to be inherited bv 
successors of King Juan Carlos de Borbon. 

• The king names the premier and can dismiss him under the 
terms or the constitution. 

• A iwo-house parliament is composed of the Congress of Depu- 
ties and the Senate. 

• A constitutional court is to determine whether laws and de- 
crees are constitutional. 


NATO Ministers 
Frown on Parley 
With East Bloc

BRUSSELS. Dec. 7 (IHT) — A 
meeting between NATO politicians 
and Warsaw Pact leaders was pro- 
posed today bv British Foreign Sec- 
retary David Owen, but the sugges- 
tion drew a negative response from 
most Western representatives. 

In his statement to the NATO 
Ministerial Council, Mr. Owen 
called for “collective consultations” 
between Western foreign ministers 
and their Warsaw Pact counter- 
parts to “develop a political dia- 
logue between NATO and the War- 
saw Pact” that would advance 
detente. 

Other Western officials appeared 
surprised by the suggestion, and 
Mr. Owen’s statement was clarified 
later. British sources said that he 
meant to suggest a meeting at the 
mutual and balanced force-reduc- 
tion talks in Vienna to add a “polit- 
ical dimension'' to the negotiations. 

The prospect of a political meet- 
ing would “concentrate people's 
minds” for a negotiating break- 
through. a British source said. 

C allin g for Lhe dialogue to mar k 
NATO's 30th anniversary next 
year, Mr. Owen appeared "to have 
in mind a meeting next falL Britain 
made a similar proposal last May. 
but it was ignored. 

Warsaw Pact officials in the past 
have not shown interest in such a 
meeting, indicating that they be- 
lieved it would produce more 
human-rights criticism. 

While several Western govern- 
ments led by West Germany, ex- 
pressed reservations about the U.S. 
approach" on human rights, a State 
Department spokesman reaffirmed 
U.S, intentions to continue its out- 
spoken policies. This view 
appeared to call into doubt the 
chances of creating a new forum 
with the East bloc. 

A State Department official 
questioned whether Mr. Owen’s 
proposal had come at a propitious 
time, and West German officials 
said that it was “pointless" until 
the Warsaw Pact bad agreed to 
Western estimates of the actual 
number of forces under discussion. 
France in the past has rejected 
“bloc-to-bloc” negotiations. Italv. 
Canada. Denmark and the Nether- 
lands have cautiouslv accepted the 
concept.

Shah ’s Foes Reportedly Plan Shoicdoicn 

Foreigners Rush to Flee Iran Upheaval 


TEHRAN. Dec. 7 I AP) — There 
was a rush for flights out of Iran 
today as reports circulated that op- 
ponents of Shah Mohammed Reza 
Pahlavi were preparing a bloody 
showdown with government troops 
this weekend. 

In Washington. President Carter 
said he does not know whether the 
shah could survive the upheavals, 
but the United States would not 
intervene. He said Iran was "very 
important" to the United States 
and the stability of the Gulf. Israel 
and the entire Mediterranean. 

Officials at Tehran's Mehrebad 
Airport reported “utter chaos." 
Thousands of persons scrambled 


for tickets after airlines announced 
that they had canceled flights in 
and out or the city for Sunday and 
Monday, the critical days of the 
monthlong holy season. 

Large groups of American de- 
pendents arrived in Tehran from 
turbulent provincial areas as U.S. 
companies such as General Elec- 
tric. Westinghouse. Fluor Corp. 
and others evacuated families. At 
least two U.S. companies chartered 
planes for families of employees 
when airlines reported their nights 
were filled. 

“We want to gee out." said Mrs. 
Betty Robinson, wife of an Ameri- 
can aircrafL executive based in 


Isfahan. "But we're stuck here be- 
cause all the planes are over- 
booked. We’ll just have to sit it out 
here." 

"Our people think things are 
going to get bad." said her hus- 
band! Walter. 

Troops kept hundreds of persons 
out of Tehran's airport today as 
people shoved and yelled in" the 
fight for plane seaLs. 

An estimated 8.000 foreigners, 
including 5.500 Americans, have 
fled in Lhe past 10 weeks. Thou- 
sands of Iranians, fearful after li

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7 (NYT) 
— President Carter announced to- 
day that Treasury Secretary Mi- 
chael Blumenthal will go to 
Romania this weekend as a show of 
support for President Nicolae 
Ceausescu after his new test of 
strength with the Soviet Union, ad- 
ministration sources said yesterday. 

After four days of trade talks In 
Moscow, Mr. Blumenthal flew to 
Bonn yesterday to meet Chancellor 
Helmut Schmidt. U.S. officials said 
that rather than have Mr. Blumen- 
thal come directly home, the aim 
was for him to visit Romania this 
weekend. 

[In Bucharest Western diplo- 
mats said that Mr. Blumenthal 
would arrive there tomorrow to de- 
liver a message of support from 
President Carter to Mr. Ceausescu 
on Saturday, United Press Interna- 
tional reported. In addition, they 
said that Mr. Blumenthal would 
make a "significant statement” on 
his arrival.] 

Mr. Blumenthal is expected to 
discuss trade and political issues. 
But his principal mission will be to 
show support for Romania's inde- 
pendent foreign policy. 

Mr. Blumenthal will be the first 
Cabinet-level official to go to 
Romania since Mr. Ceausescu's vis- 
it to Washington in April. The last 
Cabinet member to_go to Bucharest 
was Earl Butz, the agriculture sec- 
retary in the Ford administ ration. 

Reluctant Endorsement 

Romania had ’\*rssed for high- 
level U.S. representation at last 
Friday’s celebrations of the 60th 
anniversary of the birth of the 
Romanian state, which involved 
territorial annexations from Hun- 
gary, Bulgaria, Austria-Hungary 
and Soviet Russia, at the end of 
World War I. But officials said that 
the United States was reluctant to 
appear to give that kind of endorse- 


ment to Romania’s absorption of 
Transylvania, formerly part of 
Hungary. 

Since Mr. Ceausescu, after a 
Warsaw Pact meeting in Moscow 
last month, began pnblidy to.pro- 
ctaim his refusal to go 'along with 
Soviet pressures for increased de- 
fense spending and for joint mili- 
tary procedures. Washington has 
been watching the situation with 
concern and looking for some dip- 
lomatic way of showing support for 

Ro mania.

As Agreed Deadline Nears 

Carter Increases Pressure 
For Israel-Egypt Accord

WASHINGTON, Dec.7 (WP) — 
President Carter put new pressure 
today on the leaders of Egypt and 
Israel, warning that their failure to 
reach a peace agreement by the- 
Dec. 17 deadline would be "a very 
serious matter" with “far-reaching 
ad verse effects.” 

The president also said be would 
consider any Israeli intention to 
build several new settlements in the 
West Bank of the Jordan after Dec. 
17. as was reported yesterday, a vi- 
olation of the Camp David accords. 

“We would like to see the Camp 
David accords carried out . . . 
completely," Mr. Carter said. “I 
think any violation of the Camp 
David accords would set a very bad 
precedent and would cast doubt on 
the present treaty.” 

Mr. Carter spoke out on the sub- 
ject of the impasse holding up an 


Israeli-Egyptian peace treaty dur- 
ing breakfast with White House 
reporters. His words added new ur- 
gency to the mission of Secretary of 
State Cyrus Vance, who is to go to 
both countries early next week to 
seek a compromiser that Mr. Carter 
hopes wiB overcome the latest dis- 
pute and bring about a treaty. 

• Hope Emphasized 

And today the president empha- 
sized that he hopes for a treaty by 
the agreed-on deadline — just three 
months after the Sept. 17 signing 
here of the Camp David accords by 
Mr. Garter, President Anwar Sadat 
of Egypt and Prime Minister 
Menacnem Begin of Israel. 

While Israel's Foreign Minister 
Moshe Dayan reportedly has said 
that the December deadline is not

Namibians Y ote in Shadow of Chiefs, South African Troops

OMAMUNDUNGO. South- 
West Africa. Dec. 7 (NYT) — In a 
South African Army tent pitched 
under a broad marula tree, 
Johannes Joseph exercised a right 
yesterday that had been denied to 
blacks since the spike-helm eted sol- 
diers of Kaiser Wilhelm I turned 
this arid territory into a white 
man's dominion nearly a century 
ago. 

Mr. Joseph, a 25-year-old mi- 
grant worker who spends most of 
his year as a fish cannery hand in 
the distant Atlantic port of Walvis 
Bay, cast a ballot in a national elec- 
tion. 

Despite boycott demands by the 
South-West Africa People’s Organi- 
zation (SWAPO). a black national- 
ist group that is fighting a guerrilla 
war. Mr. Joseph showed up at the 
polling station bolding one of the 
registration cards issued to more 
than 440,000 people in the territo- 
ry, including more than 90 percent 
of black adults. 

Hopping off the tribal govern- 
ment truck that brought him from 
his village five miles away. Mr. 


Joseph. dressed in suil and tie, 
stepped into a shrouded-off area ai 
the back of the tent with a white 
South .African electoral official. 
Theunis KJopper. Mopping his 
brow in the 105-degree heal, the of- 
ficial asked the illiterate young 
black what party he favored, and 
received a reply. 

Chiefs Choice 

Mr. KJopper marked an “X" on 
the ballot and returned it to Mr. 
Joseph, who folded it in an enve- 
lope and stuffed it into the ballot 
box. Outside, he said that his 
choice among the five participating 
parties had been determined by ad- 
vice from his tribal chief, who is a 
supporter of the multiracial coali- 
tion favored to win the election 
overwhelmingly, the Democratic 
Turnhalle Alliance. 

“We are supporters of our chief." 
he said, gesturing toward a cluster 
of thatched huLs 200 yards away 
where the chief, Emmanuel Eltfas. 
was presiding at a tribal divorce 
court held in a sandy clearing be- 
tween the huts. “The chief knows 
what the elections are for. and whaL 
is good for the people." 


Later. Mr. Elifas insisted that he 
left the 10.000 people under his au- 
thority to make their own ballot 
choices. But the 43-year-old chief 
reminded reporters that his 
brother. Philemon, who was chief 
minister of the vast tribal area of 
O wain bo land, was assassinated 
three years ago by SWAPO gun- 
men. 

The role of the chiefs, whose au- 
thority is backed by South Africa 
as the ruling power in the territory, 
is one of many questions that have 
been raised by those weighing the 
fairness of Lhe election. 

Credibility Sought 

Others concern the lack of com- 
plete secrecy in the balloting, the 
heavy presence of South African 
troops and police at polling sta- 
tions. particularly in the guerrilla 
zone of Owamboland. and" the use 
of government vehicles to carry 
voters to the polls. 

South Africa, anxious to win in- 
ternational approbation of the poll- 
ing. has paid first-class travel and 
accommodation expenses for 65 
reporters, academics and politi- 
cians from Western commies, in- 


cluding the United Stales. Dozens 
of news organizations, including 
The New York Tunes, have paid 
the expenses of their representa- 
tives themselves. 

The election began on Mondav 
and ends tomorrow. Credibility is 
crucially important For South Afri- 
ca, w’hich has been involved in a 
dispute with the United Nations 
over the territory for three decades. 
Pretoria has withheld approval of a 
plan for fresh elections next year 
under UN supervision, in which 
SWAPO would take part 

By holding an “internal” election 
now. South Africa is honoring a 
commitment it made to political 
groups in the territory that a one- 
man. one-vote ballot would be held 
by the end of the year. 

Some Indications 

But it is also trying to boost the 
stature of the Democratic 
Turnhalle Alliance, whose white 
and black leaders propose to divide 
power in the territory along racial 
lines, with the whites maintaining a 
veto. SWAPO has denounced the 
alliance's plan as a “sellout" to the 
90J300 whites. 


In Owamboland. the semidesert 
region adjacent to the border with 
Angola where SWAPO claims its 
strongest support, a helicopter and 
bus tour yesterday of five polling 
stations permitted no final conclu- 
sions as to the fairness of the bal- 
loting, but gave some indications. 

At four of the stops, reporters 
were greeted by tribal chiefs, who 
denied SWAPO allegations that 
they had “rigged" the voting in fa- 
vor of the Democratic Tur nhall e 
Alliance, which would sustain trib- 
al authority. Of a dozen voters who 
were questioned, most said that 
they reached their own decisions, 
but several, like Mr. Joseph, said 
that the chiefs preferences were 
paramount. 

“I just decided what is my 
feeling." said Albertina Elago, a 20- 
year -old cafeteria waitress who cast 
her vote at a government adminis- 
trative center at Okabao, 25 miles 
south of the Angola border. Miss 
Elago and a companion, Martha 
Irabili, said that they wanted the 
“peace and independence" offered 
by the Democratic Tumhalle Alli- 
ance's election posters, not the vio- 
lence of SWAPO. 


Complaints against the guerrilla 
organization, alleged by South Af- 
officials to have been respon- 
sible for the murder of 18 civilians 
m the region this year, mostly tribal 
officials, and for the landmine 
deaths of 37 other blacks, were a 
interviews at 
the polls. Mai. Gen. J.C Gddenhu- 
ys, commander of the 20,000 South 
AIncan troops in the territory, has 
said that guerrilla threats to attack 
the polling stations necessitated the 
strong troop presence. 

At the five polling stations, sol- 
cnersand uniformed riflemen from 
-the Owambo “home guard" gener- 
ally remained some distance away 
patrolling without coming into con- 
tact with voters. In the polling 
booths, white officials were seen 
guiding many of the voters’ hands 
as they marked their ballots, and in 
some cases filling in the ballot for 
the voters. 

Election officials defended the 
assistance, saying that a high pro-

Informed sources said that politi- 
cal questions rather than economic 
issues would be the main subjects 
at the summit. The sources said 
that, although economic questions 
such as inflation remained the ma- 
jor problem for the industrialized 
West, the leaders felt these issues 
had been amply handled at several 
recent economic meetings.

Schmidt meeftwice yearly for bilat- 
eral talks, as well as at international 
gathermffit. The French president 
and the British prime minister meet 
regularly once a year. 

This wfl! be the second lime that 
the French Caribbean has been 
used for a high-level meeting. In 
1974, Mr. Giscard d’Estaing and 
former U.S. President Gerald Ford 
met on the island of Martinique to 
improve French-U.S. relations, 
which had been strained since the 
time of de Gaulle.

Mr. Ohira, a 68-year-old former 
Finance Ministry official and a 
moderate conservative, is the 14th 
'premier of postwar Japan. He was 
elected on the first ballot by an 8- 
vote mar gin in the House of Repre- 
sentatives and a 4-vote margin in 
the House of Councillors, the upper 
house. 

With 491 members of the more 
lower house’s 5 1 1 members voting, 
Mr. Ohira received 254 votes.

Enlisted Term 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7 (UPI) 
— More than one-third of the 
nation's military recruits are being 
Bunked out before completing their 
enlistments, officials said yester- 
day. 

Published statistics showed ihat 
the all-volunteer armed forces are 
not fully meeting recruitment goals 
and that the number of enlisted 
women and men opting to stay in 
for a career has dropped. 

The statistics also showed that 
the number of blacks for the first 
time lopped one- third of the total 
of new recruits joining the Army 
during a full year. 

Officials said that the fust-term 
dropout rate for male recruits was 
36 percent in fiscal 1978: That was 
the same percentage as the year 
before, despite a Pentagon cam- 
paign to reduce numbers “weeded 
out” as troublemakers or for inept- 
ness. 

The armed forces fell 2 percent 
short of enlistment quotas of 
340,000 for the year, the statistics 
showed. The shortfall would have 
been bigger, except that more wom- 
en signed up than the quotas called 
for. A total of 38.300 women were 
taken in, 7,100 more than the year 
before. 

The total number of blacks in the 
armed forces increased from 18 to 
19 percent last year. Among new 
Army recruits, the rate jumped 
from 29 to 34 percent

Assuming that the troops are able to main- 
tain the power of the shah, it will still be far 
from easy to bring Iran to a constitutional 
regime. For not only are the political ex- 
tremes opposing him. There is a very wide- 
spread discontent in Iran, the result of the 
political and technological revolution the 
shah and the times have introduced into the 
country. This discontent takes many forms. 
There is the kind of trouble that afflicts the 
traditional small businessman under the im- 
pact of modem merchandizing — France, 
among other industrial states, has seen that 
issue arise among the Poujadists. There is a 
more general disturbance over the way in 
which the shah has spent oil revenues on 
weapons — a subject that is probably chiefly 
focused on the popular wish for something 
more personal and comfortable than tanks, 
guns and planes to emerge from their oil 
wells, but which does have a relationship 
with Iran’s neighbors, including Iraq and the 
Soviet Union. 

Many aspects of these sources of Iranian 
annoyance with their government find voice 
in religious traditionalism, which has often 
been a major political influence in Moslem 


countries. Whether through the Mahdi in the 
Sudan or the Saudi dynasty, an emphasis on 
religion has and does play a significant role 
in many states. But — as is the case in Iran 
today — ■ it is not always easy to predict, in 
political terms, just what this influence is 
likely to produce. It can range from forms of 
socialism, as in Iraq and Syria, through the 
conservatism of Saudi Arabia to the mere ad- 
venturism of an Idi Amin. 

The religious rebels in Iran emphasize 
means — an Islamic republic — rather than 
specific goals with respect to the country’s 
economy. This is probably one reason why 
the traditionalists of Iran’s Moslem establish- 
ment have not clashed with the student radi- 
cals, who tend toward more specific forms of 
socialism. And since the leftist and the relig- 
ious groups tend to agree about the need for 
using Iranian funds for other purposes than 
arms, they have that. too. in common. 

But arms expenditures can affect Iran’s 
neighbors and can recreate some of the ties 
with the Soviet Union that developed during 
the initial creation of the Iranian oil industry 
and in World War II. The United States 
presently shares the opposition the shah has 
evoked — but there are still memories of So- 
viet intervention in Iran and there may well 
be sharp differences over how far a new Iran 
might drift away from Islamic socialism 
toward atheistic Communism. 

Consequently, Iran needs a breathing peri- 
od in which to define the aims of the various 
groups now contending with the shah, and to 
spell out its national positions, with the Unit- 
ed States, with the Soviet Union and with the 
Arab League. None of these are clear: all 
could complicate the nation's difficulties. It 
must be hoped that the military will supply 
this time of discussion, for the shah as w ell as 
for his people. Iran is too important, in place, 
in power, in petroleum, to lapse into a con- 
flict of moods. 




How is it that a crazy like Idi Amin of 
Uganda gets to be able to invade Tanzania? 
It’s that the Soviet Union, prowling for 
pawns to move on the African chessboard, 
loaded up President Amin with the military 
hardware he has now put to aggressive use 
against his neighbor. Without Soviet guns 
and planes — and the encouragement they 
provide — Ugandan forces would not be sit- 
ting on some 700 square miles of northern 
Tanzania. Amin's claim that he is merely re- 
sponding to a Tanzanian invasion has no de- 
monstrable basis at all. 

The Russians also supply guns to Tanza- 
nia; there the Soviet purpose evidently is to 
displace Peking as Tanzania’s leading mili- 
tary patron. This puts Moscow in the posi- 
tion of, in effect sponsoring one client’s ag- 
gression against another. Other African 
states have a powerful interest in persuading 
the Soviet Union to cut off Uganda. By 
doing so, Moscow would at once be aiding 
one of the more progressive African states, 
punishing the most savage regime on the con- 
tinent and bolstering the essential African 
principle of respect for colonially drawn 
frontiers. Otherwise, since geography and the 
deployment of forces make it hard for Tanza- 
nia to drive the Ugandans out, Tanzania’s 
Julius Nyerere could be in very difficult stra- 
its. 


One further possibility is that Kenya, 
through which all of landlocked Uganda's oil 
and other imports pass, could staunch the 
flow. The trouble here is that Kenya and 
Tanzania have their own nasty feud going. 
They now have fresh and urgent reasons to 
talk out their differences. Idi Amin is an em- 
barrassment and menace to all of Africa, and 
all Africans share an interest in seeing his 
occupation of northern Tanzania rolled back 
and Amin’s own rale brought to an end. He 
is no less loathsome, we might add. for play- 
ing the buffoon; The other day. .Amin, a 
hulking former boxer, challenged the slight 
Nyerere to settle the war in a boxing match. 

The United States has sharply condemned 
the Ugandan invasion. Just last month, trade 
with Uganda was halted in response to 
Amin’s gross human-rights violations, in- 
cluding his butchery of hundreds of thou- 
sands of his own citizens. As it happens, the 
cutoff left Washington with no easy way. be- 
yond words, of taking concrete steps to' help 
out Tanzania in the current crisis arising 
from actions Amin has taken outside his own 
borders. That means in practical terms that 
his invasion has to be dealt with either by the 
Russians or the Africans, in their respective 
ways.

They’ 
have belatedly realized they need interna- 
tional moral support in their ongoing war 
with Vietnam, and the only way to get it is to 
show the world they are not such beasts as 
the refugees who continue to flee Cambodia 
claim.

Trading With East 

A study by the Brookings Institution con- 
cludes that some of the Communist countries 
already are overextended and may be unable 
to meet their future obligations. Other coun- 
tries may find themselves in similar straits 
unless the volume of trade slows considera- 
bly. According to the study. Eastern 
Europe’s net debt grew between 1974 and 
1977 from $13 billion to $46 billion. Almost 
two-thirds of that is owed to Western banks. 
Most of the Communist countries now have 
a higher ratio of debts to export earnings 
than do most of the underdeveloped coun- 
tries. What all of that adds up to is this ques- 
tion: Just how beneficial to the West is the 
growth of East-West trade? Especially, if 
some of the governments of Eastern Europe 
find themselves unable to meet their credit 
obligations.

Carter Gets a Breathing Space 


W .ASHINGTON — With the 
election past and the new 
Congress, two months away from 
assembling. President Carter and 
his administration colleagues have 
— for the first time in two years — 
a kind of breathing space in which 
they can assess where they are and 
w here they are going. 

It is an important lime for the 
president and for the country. The 
pace of decision-making will be less 
frenetic than it was two years ago. 
in the transition period from his 
own election to his inauguration. 
But the decisions will be at least as 
significant in shaping the future of 
his government and his 1980 politi- 
cal prospects. 

The budget Carter submits this 
January will be in effect until a 
month before election day. The leg- 
islative program he shapes in the 
next 60 days will define the domes- 
tic agenda for the 1979 and 1980 
congressional sessions. 

If he is able to negotiate the final 
terms of a strategic arms agreement 
with the Soviet Union between new 
and the end of the year, the SALT 
treaty will be the focus of the next 
great foreign-policy debate. If he 
cannot, the consequence will be fell 
in defense budgets for the remain- 
der of his administration. 

Mideast Talks 

Similarly, with the Middle East 
talks. .An Egyptian-Israeli peace 
treaty seems almost assured — 
something no one would have sup- 
posed possible when Carter took 
office. But it is still uncertain 
whether that agreement will be the 
first step toward a comprehensive 
Middle Eastern settlement or a bar- 
rier to its accomplishment. 

Most of all. the period ahead is 
important in the struggle to save 
the dollar, stem inflation and set 
the domestic economy on a course 
which, if possible, sustains growth 
and. at least, avoids a severe and 
prolonged recession. 

That is no small order. But it is 
not so intimidating a task as Jimmy 
Carter faced two years ago. when 
he set out to construct a govern- 
ment and give it leadership after a 
shaky election victory. 

His skills have developed in the 
period of apprenticeship, and the 
priorities for him are perhaps dear- 
er now than they were two years 
ago. They can be summarized in 
three words which he used repeat- 
edly in his own campaign: stability, 
compassion and competence. 

World Order 

The first two years of the Carter 
administration have seen signifi- 
cant steps toward the stabilization 
of the international order. The 
Cnitei States has avoided several 
’:mpu lions for unwise interven- 
tion. :t lias helped significantly in 
the Middle East negotiations. And 
it has played a generally construc- 
tive role in Africa, the Far East and 
Larin America, the Soviet-U.S. 
equation is unsettled, but not 
unpromising. 

The same cannot be said about 
the management of the economy. It 
has been a period of severe disrup- 
tion at home and abroad, and 
Carter's economic policies have not 
contributed to confidence-building 
in either arena. The frequent, sud- 
den swerves in policy indicate the 
president's own dissatisfaction with 
the record. 

Stabilizing the economy must be 
his firsi priority. But that process is 
inevitably going to be painful. And 
given the power balance in the 
United States and abroad, the 
probability is that the people who 
will be squeezed hardest wflj be 
those who are least able to protect 
themselves — the citizens of the 
poor nations of the world and the 
families on the margins of the 
Ameican economy.

C AIRO — Events have con- 
■ spired to overload the politi- 
cal system here in the Middle East. 
From Iran at the Asian edge of the 
area to Algeria in the west, every 
government is under heavy pres- 
sure to resolve internal contradic- 
tions. 

A diplomatic realignment — the 
third in the last five years — is a 
near certainty. Whether the transi- 
tion can be accomplished without a 
political cataclysm is not so clear. 

The seeds of the present trouble 
were planted by the huge rise in oil 
prices which took place almost 
overnight just five years ago. Gods, 
perhaps, could have figured out fair 
and honest ways to spread about 
the unearned hundreds of billions 
of dollars that suddenly came 
flooding in upon the oil -exporting 
states. 

Humans did not. In almost every 
one or the newly rich oil countries 
there has been a truly bad distribu- 
tion of revenues — headlong devel- 
opment leading to social disloca- 
tions, rampant inflation, grossly 
unequal rewards and corruption on 
a grand scale. 

The strikes, riots and protests 
against the shah of Iran are only 
the biggest and most dramatic ex- 
ample of the social backlash occa- 
sioned by the sudden access of new 
wealth after 1973. Saudi Arabia,

Kuwait and the smaller states of 
(he Gulf face the same troubles if 
they are not careful.

Partly as a result, the Israelis 
elected, in the spring of 1977, a 
hard-line government under Prune 
Minister Menachem Begin. Mr. Be- 
gin come to office determined to 
show that Israel could fend for it- 
self even without the total backing 
of Washington. 

To that end he initiated — chief- 
ly through secret meetings in 
Morocco in September, 1977 — 
moves for a separate peace with 
Egypt. Those moves bore fruit in 
President Sadat’s visit to Jerusalem 
last November. The Jerusalem visit 
led directly to the Camp David ac- 
cords between Israel ana Egypt. 

The prospect of peace between 
Egypt and Israel turns the screw on 
every Arab government Those who 
prided themselves on their tough- 
ness toward Israel now have to 
prove their mettle. That is why the 
Iraqis, Syrians and. Palestine liber- 
ation Organization called an anti- 
Sadat summit meeting in Baghdad. 

More moderate governments 
with connections to Egypt — espe- 
cially those with oil to export — at 
least" had to prove that they were 
not going to sell out the Palestini- 
ans. That is why Jordan, Saudi Ara- 
bia and the shiekhdoms of the Gulf 
sent officials to Baghdad. 

Inevitably there follows some 
realignment in the Arab world. The 
highly vulnerable moderate states 
now have to take their distances 
from Egypt, and stand a little closer 
to the Palestinians. The extreme 
radicals — Iraq. Libya. Algeria and 
parts of the PLO — have to curb 
their rhetoric to make their charges 
of an Egyptian sellout more appeal- 
ing to the outside world. 

Here in Egypt, President Sadat 
has to adjust his regime away from 
cooperation with Saudi Arabia and 
toward cooperation with Israel and 
the United States that explains his 
recent shifts in the Cabinet, the 
array and the structure of Egypt’s 
political parties. 

Perhaps it will be possible for all 
the governments involved to make 
the required adjustments without 
falling from power. But the transi- 
tion is bound to be delicate. In any 
case, the Middle East is entering a 
testing time of extreme tension. 
Anybody who raises the pressures 
higher is playing with fire.

The frequency, variety, and coin- 
cidence of the robberies have creat- 
ed an atmosphere which has con- 
tinued to encourage newcomers. In 
September, two security vans were 
robbed in two days. If £22,000 was 
taken from a bakery at gunpoint 
£35,000 was taken in Galway by 
men armed with butchers’ knives 
and pickaxes. In early August. 
£66,000 was taken in one day in 
several armed robberies. In one 
case, "Tackled Bandits Got Away,” 
but in another the police arrived at 
the scene by acrioent and in the 
crossfire a woman clerk was shot in 
the back. A Kerry postal employee 
was charged with stealing £37,000 
from his place of work, and a po- 
liceman was given only one year in 
prison for inciting a colleague to 
aid and abet a bank robbery. Two 
raids in Shannon on one day netted 
£22,000 from a bank and £86.000 in 
industrial diamonds. 

Longest Trial 

But it has been the well-orga- 
nized crime Eke “The Great Train 
Robbery” which have received the 
greatest publicity. In March. 1976, 
several men set off detonators on a 
line in County Kildare, stopped the 
train with a red tight and made off 
with £500.000.

Ralph Sawyer, 
Atom Scientist, 
Is Dead at 83 

ANN ARBOR. Mich., Dec. 7 
(AP) — Ralph A Sawyer, 83, re* 
tired vice president for research of 
the University of Michigan and sci- 
entific director of the Bikini atom 
bomb tests of 1946, died yesterday 
at a nursing home: 

Mr. Sawyer, a 1915 graduate of 
Dartmouth, received his doctorate 
in physics from the University of 
Chicago in 1919 and joined the 
Michigan faculty, where "he re- 
mained until his retirement in 1955. 

He was dean of the university’s 
graduate school for 19 years before 
becoming a vice president in 1959. 

In World War 1, Mr. Sawyer de- 
signed instruments for the armed 
forces and in World War II was di- 
rector of the Navy Projectile Labo- 
ratory. In that post, he worked on 
the Manhattan Project, the pro- 
gram that developed the atomic 
bomb. 

He was called bade from the 
Michigan faculty to supervise the 
first postwar atomic tests, held on 
Bikini Atoll in the Pacific is 1946. 
During that same year, he headed 
the Phoenix Memorial Project, a 
University of Michigan research ef- 
fort on peaceful uses of atomic 
energy. 

Albrecht Schoenhals 

BADEN-BADEN, West Germa- 
ny, Dec. 7 (AP) — Albrecht 
Schoenhals, 90, one of the “grand 
old men” of German films, died 
yesterday. 

Mr. Schoenhals, whose carreer 
included film roles and stage ap- 
pearances in Zurich, Base and 
Stockholm, studied medicine and 
did not eater the theater until age 
32. 

His acting career was suspended 
by the Nazis in 1941 after he 
refused to accept a role in the con- 
troversial anti-Semitic film “Jud 
Suessu" 

Mr. Schoenhals moved back to 
Baden-Baden and resumed his 
medical practice, returning to act- 
ing after World War IL 

He made his last film. “The 
Damned,” in 1968. 


Drift Theory Discounted for Long Voyages 

Group Says Polynesians Used Navigation 
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In the 18th century, Capu James 
Cook described the twin-hulled 
sailing canoes then in use by the 
Polynesians. Visitors to the area 
heard tales of epic voyages, al- 
though such long journeys nad by 
then been abandoned. 

Learned Old Sagas 

Dr. Lewis grew up on the island 
of Rarotonga, where he attended 
Maori scbools and was immersed in 
Polynesian culture and language. 
He has sailed alone across the At- 
lantic three timre and has his 
catamaran around the world. In 
1965. he tested Polynesian naviga- 
tion on a catamaran voyage from 
Tahiti to New Zealand and. since 
then, has journeyed widely in na- 
tive craft using the old techniques. 
His findings are described in a 
book, “The Voyaging Stars," re- 
cently published by W.W. Norton 
&Co. 

The most perplexing navigation- 
al aid used by the natives is “te 
lapa," the occurrence at night of 
streaks of light radiating from land 
about six feet below the water’s sur- 
face. According to Dr. Lewis, the 
phenomenon is best seen 80 to 100 
pules offshore. When the observer 
is dose enough to see the land 
itself, the effect disappears. 

Dr. Lewis has observed the 
streaks of light and suggests that 
they may be caused by luminescent 
creatures disturbed by waves 
“reflected” from an island. The 
wave patterns used for navigation 
include those influenced in various 
ways (such as refraction and reflec- 
tion) by islands beyond the hori- 
zon, and long, sometimes almost 
undetectable swells that can be 
used in lieu of a compass to main- 
tain a heading. 

Particularly useful to native navi- 
gators are birds that fly from land 
at dawn to feed, then return at 
twilight, indicating the direction of 
land. Dr. Lewis believes the Po- 
lynesians may have been encour- 
aged to seek land in the direction of 
New Zealand as a result erf dues 
furnished by migrating long-tailed 
cuckoos, wluch fly there from Tahi- 
ti every September. Similar dues 
may have been provided by golden 
plovers, which migrate from Tahiti 
to Hawaii.

WASHINGTON. Dec. 7 (WP) — 
The U3. Court of Appeals here has 
told the Pentagon it cannot dis- 
charge homosexuals from the mili- 
tary without offering specific rea- 
sons in addition to their homosex- 
uality. 

The court, noting ihai some 
homosexuals are allowed to remain 
in the military, yesterday overturn- 
ed a lower-court ruling upholding 

the discharges of Air Force T. SgL 
Leonard Matlovich and Navy En- 
sign Vernon Berg 3d. two homosex- 
ual-rights activists. 

The military may be able to justi- 
fy the discharges, the court said, 
but neither man was given any 
“reasoned explanation . . . which 
is intelligible to this court or per- 
mits any meaningful judicial 
review.” 

The unanimous decision throws 
the controversial issue of homosex- 
uals serving in the aimed forces 
back to the Defense Department, 
which only this year changed a 
long-standing policy so that homo- 
sexuals who got less-than-honora- 
ble dismissals could apply for hon- 
orable discharges. 

Seeking Back Pay 

Neither the Air Force nor Navy 
had any immediate comment on 
the ruling, but both Mr. Matlovich, 
36, and Mr. Berg, 27, said they 
were delighted wuh the derision. 
They are seeking reinstatement in 
the service and baric pay for the 
years since their dismissals. 

Mr. Matlovich, who lives in San 
Francisco, is seeking appointment 
to the city’s Board oiSupervisors to 
replace Harvey Milk, the homosex- 
ual-rights activist who was Pain 
last week.

Thorpe’s Denial 
Of Charges Read 
To Magistrates 

MINEHEAD. England, Dec. 7 
(Reuters) — A senior British police 
officer said in court today that for- 
mer Liberal Party leader Jeremy 
Thorpe vigorously declared his in- 
nocence when be arrested him and 
accused him of plotting to murder 
an alleged homosexual lover. 

Chief superintendent Mike 
Chailes said that he charged Mr. 
Thorpe, 49, on Aug. 4 of this year. 
He said that Mr. Thorpe had 
replied: “I am totally innocent" 
and that he would vigorously de- 
fend himself and plead not guilty. 

A long statement was also read 
aloud in court which the police offi- 
cer said Mr.. Thorpe had given him 
two months before he was charged. 
The statement was a comprehen- 
sive denial by Mr. Thorpe of allega- 
tions that in the early 1960s be had 
a homosexual affair with Norman 
Scott and then, afraid of public 
scandal planned to kill him. 

Reading Mr. Thorpe’s statement 
was the highlight of the 14th day of 
the hearings, after which three mag- 
istrates must deride whether the 
politician and three other men 
should be tried on charges of con- 
spiracy to murder. Mr. Thorpe also 
is charged with incitement to mur- 
der.

It ruled, however, that the 
Navy’s decision was so imprecise 
that it could not tell what were the 
“actual considerations which went 
into the Navy's ultimate decision 
not to retain Berg."

L ONDON, Dec. 7 (IHD— Now 
that Ben Travers has been 
rediscovered and elevated from one- 
of the most commercially success- 
ful English playwrights to a drama- 
tist adorning the repertoire of the 
National Theatre, it is not so sur- 
prising that a similar fate looks as if 
it will overtake Philip Ring, anoth- 
er accomplished craftsman of farce. 

King, now 74, is the kind of writ- 
er critics ignore and audiences 
adore. He figures in none of the 
standard surveys of postwar British 
theater, although from 1944 to the 
mid-1960s he wrote a su ccession of 
long-running fames. 

Vet there are signs that he is 
being taken seriously — or, since it 
is impossible to at through more 
than a few minutes of his plays 
without breaking into laughter, that 
he is being paid greater attention. 

For instance, the artistic triumvi- 
rate of Giles HaveigeL . Philip 
Prowse and Robert David Mac- 
Donald, who have made the Glas- 
gow Gtizcns one of the most excit- 
ing theaters in Britain, insist that 
King’s greatest hit, “Sailor 
Beware," written with Falkland 
Cary, is a classic modem comedy. 

And his “See How They Ron!," 
first staged in 1944 (when it ran for 
more than 500 performances), 
keeps bobbing up at more ana 
more theaters.

Exxon's Atlantic Well a Dry Hole 

The modi talked about wildcat well drilled by 
Exxon USA in the Baltimore Canyon area offshore 
New Jersey turned out to be a dry hole. The Exxon 
Corp. unit reported that testing of the company's 
first well in toe area had been completed and dial 
several zones tested below 12,000 feet yielded “for- 
mation water” without any significant indications of 
hydrocarbons.

Bankers See Guides Hurting Profits 

The American Bankers Association say the govern- 
ment's proposed profit-margin standard would force 
many banks to earn bdow-normal profits. The pro- 
posed profit margin standard requires affected com- 
panies to hold their margin to no more than their 
average margin in the best two years for 1975 
through 1977. The association says “many banks 
had low earnings during the 1975-1977 period as a 
result of large provisions for loan losses and an 
above-average volume of non-performing loans.” 
The association says it supports the administration's 
anti -inflation actions, but the profit margin standard 
will reduce enthusiasm -for compliance with the 
guidelines. 

Qirysler-Europe Expects Loss in *78 

The British. French and Spanish units of Chrysler- 
Europe acquired by Peugeot-Gtroec are expected to 


post a Joss of about 522 million this year, according 
to a company report. It says Chrysler-F ranee is ex- 
pected to face the largest loss this year, in part be- 
cause of the launching costs of the Horizon. 
ChrysIer-UJC is likely to repeat the loss of nearly 
$12 million registered last year, while Chrysler-Espa- 
a3 should post profits similar to the nearly $10 mil- 
lion reported in 1977. The report maintains that in 
the longer-term, there is no reason why these new 
affiliates should not achieve better results and pro- 
gressively match those of Peugeot and Citroen.

SCHLADMTNG, Austria, Dec. 
7 (THT) — A week late, the 
World Cup skung season opens 
this weekend full of uncertainties, 
not the least of which was where 
to find enough show to begin.

3 Weighted Races 

The traditional scoring awards 
25 points for first place, 20 points 
for second, 15 for third, 11 for 
fourth, 8 for fifth, 6 for sixth, 4 
for seventh, 3 fra- eighth, 2 for 
ninth and 1 for tenth. For the last 
three races, first place will be 
worth 25 points, second place 24, 
third place 23 all the way down 
the line to one point for 25th 
place. 

The object is to entice a slalom 
for example, into the 
three downhills in hopes of 


collecting extra points. Even a 
finish in 15th place will yield 11 
points, where earlier in the season 
there were none. 

If the slalom specialist has also 
managed to collect points in the 
combineds — where scoring is in 
the traditional first place through 
Ithh place — he might put these 
together with some middling re- 
sults in the slalom and giant sla- 
lom and surpass a Steamark, who 
is limited to 150 pants by his re- 
fusal to compete m the dow nhill. 

Or so the thinking goes. Since 
nobody doubts that it might work 
out this way, unaccustomed bod- 
ies were coursing the downhill 
dope today for time trials. 

Among them were Klaus 1 
Heidegger of Austria. Phil Mahre 
of the united States and Gres of 
Italy, none of whom had previ- 
ously been known to own down- 
hill skis. They finished second, 
third and fourth last season in the 
slalom, behind Steamark. 

Thoeni Drills Downhfll 

Also out practicing today were 
Thoeni of Italy, Andreas Wenzel

Switzerland and Leonhard Stock 
of Austria, all primarily slalom 
specialists who have dabbled in 
the downhill to win points in 
combineds of previous years. 

Wenzel, for example, finished 
13th in the downhill at the World 
Championships this year in Gar- 
misch-Partenkirchen.

Thoeni for another example, was 
a consistent finisher on the 
fringes of the first 10 in the 
downhill daring his reign as 
champion.

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McEnroe to Debut in Singles 

U.S. Gears for Davis Cup Final

NEW YORK. Dec. 7 (NYT) — 
There will be national television, a 
major sponsor and even a much of 
history. John McEnroe will make 
his singles debut for the United 
States, and John Lloyd wOl play for 
Britain while his close friend Chris 
Evert ponders love of country or 

titan. 

The Davis Cup has found new 
tife in the United States. And when 
the two countries that started the 
international tennis competition 
meet tomorrow through Sunday in 
Palm Springs, Calif* to decide this 
year’s champion, there will be more 
talk about serve and volley than 
politics. 

It will the first time that a U.S. 
team has reached the cap final 
since 1973. The atmosphere at the 
Mission Hills Country Club will be 
considerably more relaxed than the 
tense situation that confronted the 
American squad in March during 
the series against South Africa. 

Security was so tight in Nash- 
ville, Term., that players were 
brought to the courts with police 
bodyguards while dogs searched 
the arena at Vanderbilt University 
for bombs. With South Africa now 
removed from all cup matters, at 
least through 1979, the most intri- 
guing question surrounding this 
weekend’s series is how the 19-year- 
old McEnroe will handle his assign- 
ment. 

McEnroe has crashed the world s 
top 10 in singles and doubles and 
earned more than 5200,000 in less 
than six months as a professional. 
In reaching the semifinals at Wim- 
bledon last year and the semifinals 
at the U.S. Open this year, the curl- 
y-haired left-hander from Douglas- 
ton, N.Y m has shown an^ ability to 
lift his game and lower Ins voice to 
meet the occasion. 

McEnroe teamed successfully 
with Brian Gottfried for a four-set 
doubles victory in the 3-2 American 
zone final triumph over Chile in

ain in the first Davis Cup final in 
1900, and the United States also 
was the opponent in the 1937 final 
at Wimbledon, which Don Budge. 
Frank Parker and Gene Mako won. 
4-1. But the only similarity between 
then and now will be the series for- 
mat and the sterling silver bowl, 
donated by Dwight Davis. Two sin- 
gles matches will be played tomor- 
row, a doubles match oil Saturday 
and the remaining two singles 
matches on Sunday. 

But unlike the days when Davis 
Cup was conducted for internation- 
al good will and amateurism. 
McEnroe. Gottfried and the un- 
beaten doubles team of Stan Smith 
and Bob Lutz (they are 9-0 in Davis 
Cup play) will receive $2,000 plus 
air fare and expenses for the week- 
end. Expenses for the wives of the 


American players also will be paid 
for the first time. 

Without politics to confuse the 
issue, the U.S. Tennis Association 
also has managed sponsorship for 
the final The Congoleum Corp. of 
Milwaukee has agreed to put up 
540,000. in addition to contributing 
funds for the telecast over the Pub- 
lic Broadcasting Service. 

“There's a great deal of interest 
in the series.” said Joe Carrico, the 
chairman of the Davis Cup com- 
mittee. “If we can win. it will turn a 
lot of things around.” 

6-Year Drought 

The United States last won the 
cup in 1972, beating Romania. 3-2. 
in Bucharest. The Americans lost to 
Australia, with Rod Laver and 
John Newcombe playing. 5-0. in 
the 1973 final and were upset by 
Colombia. Mexico twice and .Ar- 
gentina in subsequent years. 

“The Davis Cup has been popu- 
lar everywhere but in ihe United 
Stales.” said Harcoun Woods, who 
serves as the liaison between the 
Davis Cup nations and the Interna- 
tional Tennis Federation. “But 1 
think that will change with the 
South African question out of the 
way.” 

After watching McEnroe win 
Grand Prix tournaments in Stock- 
holm and London in recent weeks, 
some tennis followers believe he is 
ready to challenge Connors and 
Bjorn Borg for the top spot in the 
sport. McEnroe is sixth in the com- 
puterized singles rankings and fifth 
in doubles, the only player rated 
that high in both categories. 

McEnroe has never plavcd Lloyd 
or Mottcam. Gottfried is 1-0 
against Mouram and has split four 
career meetings against Lloyd in- 
cluding a four-set victory in the 
first round at Wimbledon this year.

NEW YORK, Dec. 7 (AP) — The 
executive director of the NFL Play- 
ers Association, Ed Garvey, said 
yesterday that “the time has come 
to explore the idea” of paying pro- 
fessional football players set 
amounts based on experience. 

Garvey, speaking at a luncheon 
here, said that a few star running 
backs and quarterbacks would lose 
out under such a system, but that 
the majority of players would bene- 
fit 

He acknowledged that the idea 
of wage scales represents “a com- 
plete departure” from the current 
way of doing business., and that “it 
will take some time” before the 
idea is adopted. 

However, Garvey said that he 
received a “pretty favorable” re- 
sponse from players to whom be 
had broached the idea. 

The contract between the play- 
ers’ group and .the league has three 
years to run, but Garvey said that 
football players were faring poorly 
in their individual negotiations 
with management. 

560,000 Average 

The average NFL player earns 
$60,000 per year, he said, but the 
figure is distorted upward by a few 
players who earn much more than 


baseball, basketball and hockey 
players. 

**1 Football) players are now get- 
ting a total of about 21 or 22 per- 
cent of the gross.” Garvey said. 
“We just don't think that's enough. 
We think we should get 45 or 50 
percent-'* 

It is from that larger share of the 
profits that Garvey believes pay 
scales could be drawn. 

He acknowledged that paying 
football players on scale could pose 
incentive problems. But be suggest- 
ed that paying incentive bonuses 
for playing time, for achieving 
starting status and for being desig- 
nated an all-pro could compensate 
for that.

The Welsh Guards were or- 
dered formed by King George V 
in 1915, in order that all ele- 
ments of rite United Kingdom 
would have a guards regiment.
